Washington, November 11th.—The inauguration 
of General Garfield promises to exceed iu seme feat­ 
ures any uimilur event tn this city. 
Even now in­ 
quinen arc earning in from all sections as t # accom- 
datioi)® for organized bodies, among them the Tenth 
Brigade of National Guards of Pennsylvania. The 
new National Museum building, in the Smithsonian 
grounds, has been secured for the inauguration. It 
is the intention of the Committee of Arrangements 
to asii Congress for 1.000 hospital tents, to be placed 
in the Wasirngton Monument grounds, for tne ac­ 
commodate n of the visiting military organizat.ons. 
These will quarter 10 000 meu. 
F nfn rc Tlovemenls of !«ie Presldrnl-FIecf* 
Niw York, November 11th. — After paying one 
visit to Washington for the purpose of arranging 
his things there, Garfield will probably return to 
Mentor and remain at home the balance of the 
winter. HiscorpBof assistants will probably re­ 
main all winter, as at present four are employed, 
besides a telegraph operator. 
T he ConfesM’d Perjurers* 
New York, November 11th.—After tho prisoners, 
Morey and O’Brien, had formally signed their con­ 
fessions of perjury in the Morey letter ease, Justice 
Morgan committed them, in default of $ ,000 hail 
each, to await the action of the Grand Jury. 
O’Brien was taken back to the Tombs, and Morey ’® 
friends started out to look for bail. The papers 
were at one * laid before the Grand Jury 
The confessions are held brck, it is said, because 
there are implicated persons not yet arrested. 
. 
Solomcn Sullivan Morey, F. E Morey and John 
\V. More\ were conducted to the (J and Jury room. 
Solomon was bowed by physical infirmities, and was 
weak, worn and haggard. 
He wns before the .Grand 
Jury sonic time. Alter his examination, while con­ 
versing with his son, he fell on the floor in an epi­ 
leptic fit, and when he recovered lay in the ante­ 
room on a bench ut full length. 
Several (Jumbo land gentlemen testified regarding 
O’Brien, but would not state what their testimony 
was. 
FUBTHEF. DETAILS OF THE CONFESSIONS. 
N*w York, November 11th.—Tho case of James 
O’Brien, alias Lindsay, aud S. S. Morey, charged 
with perjury, came before the Grand Jury of the 
General Sessions to-dav. Tlie indictment orderod 
for perjury against O’Brien and Morey was sus­ 
pended, and they will be used as State’.-, evidence, 
and sent to tho Huuse of Detention as witnesses. 
Other and more important confessions are i-aid to 
have been made, and arrests r-re expected to-mor­ 
row. 
The District Attorney furnished the press with the 
confess ions of Morey and O’Brien, so far as cau be 
made public without interfering with the course of 
justice. 
The Times last night furnished the Western press 
with the substance of the confessions, but the de* 
tails in some particulars are of great interest, and 
are as follows : Morey, after stating that Clark and 
Sanborn, of Lawrence, Mas®., induced him to go to 
New York and testify, promising to stand by him 
and see him well paid, said : Being strongly urged 
and in poverty 1 consented to come. 1 came on here, 
cave correct testimony', a® you will see, and only in 
regard to II. L. Morey was my testimony Lise; 
and also when 1 sta cd that I had been offered $100 
by Republicans not to come on lu re and testify. 
My family record is true, except in relation to IJ. 
L. Morey, whom 1 don't know, and never have 
known, and knew at the time that it was a false 
statement. I went to the Troth < ttice sev« ra! times, 
aud bad an interview with Josh Hart and another 
man connected with the paper whose name I don’t 
know. Wc (Clark and I) arrived on Saturday be­ 
fore tho election. Ou r.unday morning we went 
down to the Democratic h-adquarter® first, and 
found nobody there but some v.vmcn who were 
cleaning 
up. 
We went then anil got some 
breakfast; u cm back, and they kept ns there.

STATEMENTS OI* CLARE AND SANBORN. 
Lawrknce (Mass.), November 11th.—Albion G. 
Clark and John C. Satiborn were interviewed this 
afternoon in relation to their connection with the 
Morey matter. 
Clark said : 
Saturday forenoon, 
October ‘29th, I dropped into Lawrence to see John 
C. Sanborn on business. 
Sanborn was out at the 
time. There were in the office a number of men. I sat 
down, andina few minutes Sanborn entered and said, 
“ llello, A’., here iaaman who wishes to sec you.” 
He pointed to E. G. Mann, who was seated. Mann 
then said to me, •* Where docs that man Morey live 
who worked for you ? ” Samuel D. Morey had done 
chores for me at t imes. I directed him. Then Manu 
told me be liad telegrams from the National Demo­ 
cratic Committee, signed by Bamum, wanting him 
to send Morey to New York at tho committee’s ex­ 
pense 1 then found Morey, called him aside, and told 
him a man up town had a telegram from New York, 
and wanted him to go there. 
Morey said he 
had been bothered about the letter for tho previous 
few days, and did not want to have anything more 
to do with it. 
I tol 1 him ii what wfu published 
about him was true he ought to go. Said 1, “ at 
any rate get into the wagon, and we will seo the 
man who has the telegram*” He went with mo,

THE ¿BDSS3 
OF 
FACTION. 


The attempts now being made by Bar­ 
num a td seme ctbcr men of his kind to 
ci* t doubt upon the result of the Presi­ 
dential election show how com pletely the 
spirit of faction may obscure and paralyze 
a’,1 considerations of public spirit and pat­ 
riotism, and how indifferent it may make 
men to the most criminal acts. 
There 
is not, as a matter of fact, 
any ground 
whatever for doubting the lawfulness of 
the vote of New York city and State. 
The 
result is explicable in the plainest way, and 
it is as certain a1' anything can be that Han­ 
cock has been fairly defeated. 
The im ­ 
possibility of overcoming a majority of 
twenty-five thousand by 
quibbles 
aud 
subterfuges is clear to the least intelligent, 
¡’be work upon which Barnum and his con­ 
genial colleagues have entered is so pre­ 
posterous and so illegitim ate that it is 
denounced by prominent members of their 
own party, who do not hesitate to fay that 
they regard the whole question as settled. 
Nevertheless the men who so discredited 
them selves in the late campaign by the 
baseness of their methods, appear unable 
to refrain from making a further exhibi­ 
tion of their unscrupulousness, nor are 
they deterred 
by the 
manifest hope­ 
lessness 
of 
the 
undertaking. 
It 
is 
highly 
improbable 
that 
any 
one 
of 
them 
believes 
in 
the 
possibility 
of 
reversing 
the popular judgment by 
hocus-pocus tricks, but ior all that they 
ire resolved to proceed w ith the tricks. 
They cannot help their party, but they can 
and it is to be feared will very seriously 
injure the country by what they are do­ 
in g ; and it is their contemptuous indiffer­ 
ence to the public interests that demands 
special notice at this tim e. 
It is notorious 
that a Presidential election unsettles busi­ 
ness for some time, and that this effect 
has been particularly marked of late years. 
The reason of this is evident. 
The issues 
involved have been of the most moment­ 
ous character. 
It has been to a large 
extent a question between stable govern­ 
ment and anarchy. 
It is unnecessary to 
recapitulate 
the 
considerations 
which 
tended to render business relations uncer­ 
tain, for every one knows them. 
The fact 
that they were in an unsettled condition 
for some time previous to the election is 
too well understood to require demonstra­ 
tion. 
The election of General Garfield by 
a majority of the electoral votes which left 
no room for doubt or dispute was obvi­ 
ously an event to bo thankful for. 
Ih e 
election of General Hancock by an equal y 
decided majority would have been much 
l etter than a close vote on either side. 
Democratic business men had precisely the 
same reasons as Republican business men 
for desiring that the outcome should be 
emphatic aud decisive. 
The actual result 
was therefore, from a commercial and finan­ 
cial standpoint, satisfactory, no matter 
wiiat the political bias of the observer. 
But in order that the benefit of this cul­ 
mination of the political struggle should 
be enjoyed by the people, it was necessary 
that there should be prompt and loyal sub­ 
mission to the popular w ill. 
This was a 
duty which both parties alike owed to 
their common country. 
It was the one 
test of patriotism which Americans exact 
from every faction at such junctures. 
The 
country needed repose and harmony after 
the long turmoil of the summer, and it had 
a right to expect it from the defeated party. 


A t this point the unpatriotic tendencies 
of blind faction become conspicuous. 
The 
Democratic managers, when put to the 
test, have failed signally in their duty. 
Instead of accepting the inevitable like 
men who regard them selves as ft “it of all 
American citizens, they have made it appa­ 
rent that they put party before country. 
They have in effect declared that they are 
resolved to plunge the nation into all the 
anxieties and apprehensions of a disputed 
election rather than surrender when all 
the people can see they are beaten, and 
w hen they have no excuse for holding out. 
The wicked recklessness of their conduct 
is made more apparent by the evident futil­ 
ity of their endeavors. 
It is not anywhere 
believed for a moment that they can prevent 
the inauguration of General Garfield. 
The 
absolute destruction of their party is all 
they could finally achieve by persistence in 
their present policy. 
But what they may 
do is to make business ar.d enterprise stag­ 
nate, to alarm capital, to paralyze industry, 
to cause the postponement of beneficent 
projects, to cheek progress and dimmish 
the prosperity of the country. And this, it 
is unnecessary to point out, ¡3 thoroughly 
Mexicau. 
The politicians of 
the sister 
republic have always been selfish and 
recklesA factionaries. 
They have always 
preferred anarchy to submission. 
They 
have 
brought 
the 
best 
constitutional 
machinery 
to 
ruin 
and 
confusion 
by their unconquerable propensity to re­ 
pudiate its legitim ate results. The faculty 
of accepting lawful defeats is perhaps that 
which has contributed most powerf illy to 
the establishment of American institutions, 
It is a faculty bred in this people by many 
generations of Anglo-Saxon training and 
discipline in the use of freedom. W ithout 
it títere can never be ordered or stable gov 
ernmenr, aud whatever party shows impa­ 
tience of it, or a tendency to exchange 
submission for intrigue or revolutionary 
methods, is thereby convicted of retro­ 
grading in civilization. 
The Democratic 
party has used Mexican methods at the 
South, and it is therefore not surprising 
that it should attem pt to employ them at 
the North. 
It will not succeed any better 
in the one case than in the other, but it may 
do much mischief, and those who do not 
think it justifiable to intlict such injury upon 
the business of the country ought to lose 
no time in condemning the proceedings of 
Barnum and his evil councilors. 
The Dem­ 
ocratic party can vindicate itself by repu­ 
diating the action of its managers, bnt as­ 
suredly it cannot afford to carry the respon­ 
sibility of what they are attem pting to do,

MR. 
GLADSTONE AND THE PRINCE OP 


WALES. 


A story has been circulated in London 
to the effect that Mr. Gladstone has re­ 
spectfully but firmly declined the Queen’s 
request that he ask Parliament to pay the 
more pressing debts of the Prince of Wales, 
amounting to £40,000, and to increase Lis 
income by £10,000 a year. 
It is said that 
the Premier suggested the propriety of 
liquidating the debts of the heir apparent 
from the private revenue of Her Majesty. 
This story has an apocryphal air about it, 
to say the least, for while it is quite possi­ 
ble that Mr. Gladstone might decline to ask 
Parliament to pay the debts of the Pnnee 
of W ales, it is not conceivable that he 
should propose to the Queen that she should 
pay them herself. 
Indeed, it is already 
intim ated that the story was perhaps put 
in circulation by an enemy of the Prince, 
and this is more likely than the original 
version. 
Nevertheless 
it 
is 
t. rident 
that the eitnation gives opportunity for 
such inventions, and points them with rank­ 
ling venom. 
For it is undeniable that 
the English nation has long carried a very 
wearisome barden in its royal family, and 
that this burden has been made more 


heavy by the indisposition of the Queen to 
relieve the country of any part of the load i 
by em ploying her large private fortune for 
the benefit of her children. 
And the 
present case appears to be peculiarly exas­ 
perating. 
Her retirement from public life 
Bince the death of the Prince Consort has 
been so complete as to throw nearly all the 
cost and responsibility of State pageantry 
and ceremonial upon the Prince of W ales. 
H e has had to maintain the dignity and 
splendor of a regal court upon an income 
quite inadequate to that position. 
And 
though the resources oí tiié Queen have 
been extrem ely large during the whole 
of 
this 
period, 
and 
her expenditures 
necessarily very moderate, she has evi­ 
dently 
been 
altogether 
disinclined 
to 
spare the nation any part of the increased 
outlay necessitated by her exaggerated 
affliction. 
The popular 
impatience of 
taxes which are levied for no better pur­ 
pose than to maintain in idleness and 
luxury a large family of young men and 
women who never have done aud never 
will do anything in return, is a deepening 
sentiment. 
The democratic spirit has long 
since invaded England, and now every 
time the enormous expense of maintaining 
royal princc3 is brought to public atten­ 
tion by some fresh demand upon the Treas­ 
ury in their behalf, the people ask one an­ 
other more seriously whether after all the 
game is worth the candle. 
Some day, not 
very distant, they w ill decide that it is 
cot, and then there w ill be a change, and 
not for the worse. 


SIUDIE-5 
IN 
T H E 
SCHOOLS. 


The C ity Superintendent of 
Schools 
cannot convince the majority in the Board 
of Education that there are too many 
studies in the Grammar School. 
Some of 
the arguments relied on by these geutle- 
rneu in support of their position that the 
schools are all that can be desired, were 
singular, to say the least. 
Thus it was 
stated, as it were triumphantly, that so 
many pupils of the public schools had 
grown up aud gone into active live without 
being withheld by educational deliciences. 
This reminds us of the remark of a cele­ 
brated 
man, about 
female 
education. 
“ There can be no doubt,” he observed, 
“ that our girls are being badly educated ; 
“ but our boys w ill never find it o u t ! ” 
That a great deal of tim e is worse than 
wasted in our school course at present 
ought not to require to be said. 
The 
course is in many respects extrem ely ill- 
arranged, and a degree of importance is 
given to several stndies which they by 
no means deserve. 
W e are disposed to 
hold that almost all the tim e spent in the 
study of grammaris wholly thrown away. A 
greatdcalof tim cislostinarithm eticalso, de­ 
spite the popular fallacy that this is one of 
the vitally necessary studies. 
W e think 
it probable that the lessons in several of 
the schools are too long, hut this would 
not matter so much if they were at all 
worth learning in most cases. 
The Board 
of Education seems disposed to uphold the 
existing 
situation 
somewhat 
jealously, 
though w hy it should take this position 
it is difficult to understand. 
Practical 
education is very far from being attained 
in our schools yet, aud everything which 
tends in this direction ought to be w el­ 
comed by intelligent educators. 
Certainly 
nothing can be worse than the cramming 
system , and any schools which are made to 
depend upon that are little better than 
hollow shams. 


CURIOUS 
INSTANCES 
OF 
NEGLIGENCE. 


It is a curious illustration of the general 
disposition to leave things undone when it 
is not made the special business of some 
one to do them, that no matter how im­ 
portant an election may be there is always 
some technical irregularity committed in 
connection with it. 
It might be thought 
that in the coutcst for the Presidency the 
obvious importance of making no mistakes 
in the choice of Electors would insure com­ 
plete accuracy in that particular, but in 
1S7C it appeared, directly there was a dis­ 
pute as to the result, that irregularities had 
been committed in at least three cases. In 
the late election it was known for months 
beforehand that the struggle in the State 
of New York would almost certainly de­ 
cide the contest. 
There was, therefore, 
every conceivable incentive to vigilance 
and accuracy on both sides. 
Each was 
wrought up to the most extreme pitch 
of anxiety and apprehension, and each 
knew that the other would take advantage 
of every mistake or omission. 
Y et in spite 
of these extraordinary motives for caution 
and supervision it appears that many ir­ 
regularities have been discovered, and that 
in so important and clear a matter as the 
statutory provisions regarding the print­ 
ing of the ticket”, blunders were perpe­ 
trated. There never was an occasion when 
technical errors of the kind could be less 
excusable. 
Everything might have de­ 
pended upon almost any part of the State. 
And yet, thongh there were managers in 
abundance, and an elaborate campaigning 
machinery, and profuse advice to be had, 
aud hundreds of active politicians flitting 
about 
everywhere, 
these 
mistakes oc­ 
curred. 
It is possible, no doubt, 
that 
sometimes such things are not accidental, 
but are the result of deliberate treachery. 
It is, however, generally more likely that 
they spring from stupidity or carelessness, 
which in their time have wrecked so many 
well planned adventures. 
So true is it 
that eternal vigilance is the jirice, not alone 
of liberty, but of completa success in al­ 
most everything.

Mr. Frederick Marriott, publisher of the 
San Francisco Nexcs Letter, announces in 
the current issue of that journal that he 
has at last solved the great problem of 
aeronautics upon which he has been en­ 
gaged during a lifetime. 
Mr. Marriott has 
been an 
enthusiastic 
and 
persevering

of this problem, and has ex­ 
pended a considerable fortune in experi­ 
ments. 
H e has tested every suggestion 
and device that has been attainable. 
He 
has refused to be discouraged by failures 
which were so near success as to be doubly 
aggravating. 
H e has begun at the begin­ 
ning again a score of times, and, if there­ 
fore, he has at last been rewarded by suc­ 
cess, there can lie no question that he has 
deserved it. 
And the genuine discoverer 
in this field of science may well be par­ 
doned if he permits his imagination to 
kindle over the contemplation of the possi­ 
bilities of his invention. 
To say that the 
discovery of a really practicable and safe 
method of navigating the air would effect a 
revolution is to put the case very mildly. 
The implications of such a discovery are 
so 
vast 
that 
the mind fails 
to em­ 
brace 
them 
at 
one 
view. 
It would 
obviously 
create 
changes 
in 
the 
re­ 
lations between men far more surprising 
tnan the invention of the steam engine 
brought about. 
The marvelous novelties 
linked with air navigation have, however, 
been dreamed over so often that sober men 
will naturally insist upon the demonstra­ 
tion of the alleged discovery as a vital pre­ 
liminary 
to 
all 
further consideration. 
Given the reality of the discovery and no­ 


b o d y d o u b ts the vastnes3 o f the changes it 
must introduce to civilization. 
Hitherto,

say of it has been that it was not impossible. 
To prove it practicable has been reserved 
for an inventor not yet heralded to the 


Yvorld. 
If Mr. Marriott is the fortunate 
man he w ill assuredly require no monu­ 
ment to remind posterity of his existence 
and keep his memory green. 
It must be 
admitted, however, that th « many failures 
of the past have not only confirmed, but 
seemed to justify, modern skepticism upon 
this subject, and that whoever solves the 
problem will be called upon to make good 
his credentials in the most satisfactory and 
unmistakable way. 


A 
SIGNIFICANT U ITERANCE. 


It is stated that the A urora, the organ 
of the Vatican, published at Rome, has 
printed an article favorable to the Irish 
Land League, in which the following lan­ 
guage is used : “ In consequence of the 
“ insupportable state of the Irish peasant- 
“ ry, the people must shake off their op- 
“ pressors. 
The crimes committed in Ire- 
“ land are not attributable to the Land 
“ League. Radical reform is indispensable, 
“ otherwise Ireland will bo compelled to 
“ choose between anarchy and starvation.” 
The presumption of course is that this 
arlicle was inspired by the Vatican, and 
viewed in that light, it acquires consider­ 
able significance. 
The Church of Rome has 
hitherto carefully abstained from approval 
of the Land League. 
The Irish higher 
clergy have in fact been for the most part 
openly hostile to it, 
and some of the 
Bishops 
have 
denounced 
it 
in 
their 
pastorals. 
W hen 
I’arnell 
visited 
this 
country it was reported, apparently on 
good authority, that Cardinal McClosky 
had 
seriously 
offended 
the 
Vatican 
by 
his 
warm 
welcome 
to 
and 
re­ 
cognition of the agitator. 
The Church, 
indeed, 
has 
until 
now 
been 
rather 
at variance with the movement than in ac­ 
cord with it, and therefore the present ex­ 
pression of the f a pal official organ would 
seem to indicate an important change of 
policy on the part of the Vatican. 
The in­ 
timation that the Irish peasantry “ must 
“ shake off their oppressors,” can hardly 
be otherwise interpreted than as an encour­ 
agement to insurrection. 
That certainly 
would be a new position for Rome to oc­ 
cupy, and it would mark the adoption, not 
merely of a new, but of a very strange aud 
mysterious policy. 
Mr. Gladstone may 
perhaps think that he has deserved more 
considerate treatm ent from Rome by his 
disestablishment of the Irish Church. Per­ 
haps, however, the article in the Aurora 
is merely put forward as a feeler, and if 
not favorably received may be disclaimed. 
Such things are done sometimes. 


LORD MOUNTMORRES. 


W hen the assassination of Lord Mount- 
morres occurred, the view conveyed abroad 
concerning him was to the effect that he 
had been a hard and tyrannical absentee 
landlord, grinding down his tenants, re­ 
fusing to listen to any appeals, and getur- 
ally brutal and overbearing. 
The facts, 
however, are so essentially different that it 
seems necessary to state them. 
The un­ 
fortunate nobleman was one of those pe ople 
whose possession of a title seems a satire 
upon their positio». 
H is estate was so 
small that it brought him in uo more than 
■•n.%00 a year. 
H is manor-house was only a 
superior sort of cottage. 
He was so poor 
that he had to work in his own fields. 
Far from lieing an aggressive or brutal 
landlord he was the friend and familiar 
associate of his few tenants, and possess­ 
ing 
some 
medical 
skill 
lie 
acted 
as 
doctor to the neighborhood. 
H e 
had 
on the representations of his tenants re­ 
duced their reut ten per cent. 
More he 
could not do without bringing starvation 
upon his own fam ily. 
There was no en­ 
mity toward him in tho countryside, but 
on the contrary he was esteemed and re­ 
spected. 
Iu short, the moro the ease is 
examined the plainer does it appear that 
his assassination was a wanton atrocity 
of the most aggravated character : a crime 
of that savage, irrational, and abominable 
kind which has done so much to disgiiBt 
humane and intelligent men everywhere 
with Irish agrarianism, and has helped to 
alienate sympathy from those who condone 
or justify such deeds.

Government 
has been strengthened, the unity of our people ce­ 
mented, prosperity has gladdened our hearts, peace 
has bestowed plenty, and plenty has diffused happi­ 
ness aud comfort throughout the vast extent of out 
beloved country. 
For these blessings let us be truly thankful; let 
each individual accord praise for these blessings as 
his belief may lead him ; gather t 'goiher around 
the family table ; make these reunions the bright 
spot ol home love; forget not the pohr and the un­ 
fortunate; let charity and mercy he the attributes 
to mark this day as one set apart, to forget which is 
to renumber nothing.
